The proceeding declared 'the Kansas 
City meeting was in favor of a con- 
tinuance of Hi.' policy under which 
the party mad'.1 such rapid 
strides, 


and said to change tactics as outlined 
by some prominent members would DC 
ruinous and would force the organiza- 
tion of a rival Press Association and 
breed discord and possibly lead to the 
destruction of the People's party. 


It plead with the Memphis wing to

sels of both nations are to be free 
from blockade while passing through 
it,

detention or capture 


wi-thin a certain distance 
therefrom, 


to be hereafter determined. 
Which- 


ever nation shall first build such canal 
or ship railway shall grant to 
the 


other equal rights and control there- 
in, and when such shall be completed 
other nations shall be invited to "en- 
ter into treaty stipulations with the 
United States and Great Britain sim- | 
ilar to those which thcsc.'nations have 
made with each other," for the pur- 
pose of: making ship communication 
across the isthmus "forever open and 
free, for the benefit- of all mankind, 
on equal terms to all." 
It will be 


seen from this summary of the treaty 
which Morgan proposes to abrogate 
that, so long as it shall 
remain

force, all expectation

control of any isthmian canal is out 
of 'the question. Under such restric- 
tions, an isthmian ship canal would 
be a menace, rather than a protection, 
to the United States, in case of war 
with a European power.

The Bible Copyright. 


The copyright In the Holy Scriptures 


is vested in r.he crown, and in England 
there are only three authorized print- 
ers. Oxford and Cambridge have, by 
•royal charter, the right of printing the 
Bible, and the queen's printer's are li- 
censed-to print the sacred books during 
her majesty's pleasure, a license whicih 
may at any time 'be withdrawn -by an 
order-in-council. In Scotland anybody, 
s at liberty to print Bibles, but no edi- 
tion may be lawfully published unlesa 


has been'read and licensed Cor pub- 


lication. 
' 


All this, however, refers only to the 


'authorized" version of the Scriptures. 
Tie expenses attending the recent re- 
vision oJ Che sacred books were very, 
heavy—something like £20,000, and the 
queen's printers, who -were invited to 
contribute- a share, preferred not to do 
so. Tie two great universities alone, 
therefore, have proprietary rights in 
the revised edition of the Bible, and all 
editions of it emanate from the Oxford 
and Cambridge presses. It is a. remark- 
able fact that although the revised 
Scriptures have now been before tho 
public for fifteen years, the old or au- 
thorized version is still the one in gen- 
erel use. The revised Bible was pro- 
duced at Immense cost, and .by the 
highest scholarship of the day, and DO 
competent judge is likely to dispute 
that it is a more accurate, and upon 
the whole, a better translation than- 
the authorized edition. Yet the Oxford 
press still annually prints at least five 
times as many of the old version as it 
does of the new, and Cambridge does 
practically the same.—Chambers' Jour- 
nal.

There is in the south a growing tend- 


ency, however, to pay more attention 
to Irish potatoes, duo, in large pare, to 
the discovery of tho possibilities of a 
second or summer crop. For the com- 
paratively few people who grow pota- 
toes iti rho north from second crop seed, 
the south is of necessity the source cf 
seed supply, and the demand for it is 
increasing. On the other hand, the north 
is very largely the source of supply far 
first crop seed. 


In this connection it is of interest to 


know that powdered sulphur has been 
used with good effect for potato scab. 
As reported in The Rural Kew Yorker, 
experiments lead to the opinion that the 
most profitable amount to use is about 
300 pounds per acre. The freshly cut 
seed-may be rolled in the sulphur, and 
thu rest'sprinkled in the open row. If 
fertilizer be added iu the row, the sul- 
phur may be added at the same time. 
The point is to get the sulphur evenly 
scattered through that portion of tho 
soil where the new potatoes are to form.

Special potato 
fertilizers contain two or three times as 
much potash as ordinary superphos- 
phates, and in many of them sulphate 
of potash only is used, as this form, gen- 
erally gives better results on potatoes 
thau'doos muriate of potash. We would 
never think of knowingly using the 1st- 
tor form of potash on cigar leaf tobacco. 
The special fertilizer is therefore a high 
grade compound as contrasted with low- 
er grade goods. 
Sometimes misleading 


names are used, however. E-I a straight 
high grade or special fertilizer usually 
gives more actual plant food for a dol- 
lar than low grade goods, and for that 


proper car<; is exercised. 


The lighter types of soil as a rule 


will be most benefited by irrigation, ia 
humid climates, not only because of tb» 
naturally small water capacity and con- 
sequent deficiency cf water supply for 
large yields, but because snch soils are 
less liable to be seriously injured in 
tilth by injudicious applications of wa- 
ter, and because they are generally un- 
able, owing to their coarser grained 
structure, to yield as largo arnotmts. of 
plant food with the natural rainfall aa 
the finer types of soil are capable of giv- 
ing. It should bo understood, however, 
that the heavier types of .soil may be ir- 
rigated with profit where water is easily 
accessible and where thorough drainage 
is readily secured, although in theso 
coses, except -Then the lands are in 
grass, great core must be exercised not 
to puddle the soil and not to allow it to 
dry and become cloddy. 


In sections where the time has not 


developed for a full utilization of the 
water resources for irrigation there are 
certain lines along which labor and 
capital may be profitably invested. 
First tho kitchen garden. The only way 
to make these gardens a certainty in a 
very large part of even the humid por- 
tion of the United States is to apply ir- 
rigation 'to them. The market garden ia 
an indcficry iu which a large income is 
expected from a small area, and became 
of this it is one upon which larger ex- 
penditures per acre are permissible, _and 
in which curtailment of yield or injury 
to quality through drought is most dis- 
astrous, "it id therefore a type of plant 
husbandry eminently suited to irriga- 


berries are all estremely sensitive ta 
drought u;;d much reduced in yield by a 
shortage in soil moisture, while tha 
value of the crop per acre is so larg« 
that irrigation may be practiced witb 
advantage where the rainfall of early 
summer or the capacity of soil to hold 
water is small 


There is perhaps no crop raised in 


humid climates where the water condi- 
tions need to be under such complete 
control as for cranberries. "Where the. 
winters are severe the vines need to be 
largely submerged in water and so held 


pens that tho vines must bo flooded to 
avert the ravages of insects, or as a 
protection against frosts at or just "be- 
fore tho time of harvest. It may there- 
fore be said that thoroughly successful 
cranberry culture is impossible where' 
an abundance of water is not at com- 
mand.

Without a doubt wo have here the 


most favorable location for tho growing 
of pineapples to bo found in i iorida.
